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Directions 


Dahlias  may  be  planted  any  time  after  danger 
of  frost  is  past  up  to  July  15th  with  fairly  good 
results.  In  Central  States  perhap’s  the  most  ideal 
time  would  be  June  15th. 

They  prefer  full  sunlight  and  a  high  location. 
Do  not  plant  by  large  trees  or  heavy  shrubbery. 
Dahlias  should  not  be  crowded  in  with  other  plants, 
give  plenty  of  room  where  the  hoe  can  be  used 
freely. 

See  that  the  ground  is  thoroughly  pulverized, 
open  furrow  or  hill  to  where  bulb  may  be  laid  flat 
and  covered  from  4  to  6  inches.  Excellent  results 
may  be  had  by  opening  the  ground  to  a  sufficient 
depth  to  where  a  liberal  amount  of  Nature’s  Plant 
Food  or  some  good  rotted  manure  may  be  placed 
in  the  bottom  and  worked  into  the  soil  then  covered 
with  soil  or  sand  and  bulb  placed  and  covered  with 
soil  (or  better  sand).  Dahlias  are  strong  feeders, 
natural  manures  may  be  used  freely. 

Dahlias  may  be  planted  from  2  to  4  feet  apart 
depending  on  whether  you  desire  a  massed  effect 
or  specimen  flowers.  Where  special  attention  is 
given  for  large  flowers  it  is  best  to  stake  the  plants 
and  the  'staking  should  be  done  at  planting  time 
to  avoid  injuring  the  bulb.  The  tying  up  of  the 
plant  should  be  followed  up  as  the  plant  grows. 

When  the  plant  has  attained  the  height  of  from 
4  to  8  inches,  or  has  formed  about  3  or  4  sets 
of  leaves,  pinch  out  the  top,  this  will  encourage 
the  plant  to  branch  out.  If  large  flowers  are  de¬ 
sired  let  one  flower  grow  to  each  lateral  always 
bearing  in  mind  that  some  disbudding  is  of  value  to 
the  quality  of  the  flower. 

The  main  secret  in  the  growing  of  good  Dahlias 
is  to  keep  the  soil  well  cultivated  until  the  plant 
gets  too  large  to  work  around  then  a  good  mulch  is 
very  beneficial. 

Additional  feedings  from  time  to  time  of  Na¬ 
ture’s  Plant  Food  or  other  natural  products  will 
be  very  helpful  to  the  plant  as  well  as  frequent 
waterings.  Care  should  be  taken  to  not  harden 
the  plants  by  starting  to  water  them  in  the  early 
part  of  their  growth  and  then  give  them  no  further 
attention.  Be  sure  to  work  the  ground  as  soon  as 
it  becomes  sufficiently  dry,  never  while  wet.  If  the 
mulch  has  been  applied  there  is  no  necessity  of 
working  the  ground.

How  To  Make  A  New  Lawn 

If  your  ground  is  rough  and  uneven,  grade 
to  even  lines  according  to  your  plan.  If 
ground  is  not  loose  to  a  depth  of  6  inches  or 
more  spade  or  plow  and  while  in  the  rough, 
before  raking,  scatter  NATURE’S  PLANT

square  feet,  then  rake  perfectly  smooth,  sow 
your  seed  at  the  rate  of  I  pound  or  more  per
